The Jaycox Disposal Company 
employees also will be tagging 
barrels and trash bins and 
containers with the new pickup 
dates, as they continue their regular 
pickups this week, Johnson 
explained.

Residential Zoning 
Goes By Railroad 


Ina short decision with dissension 
from only one member, the full 
Placentia City Council at its most 
recent meeting opened the way for 
more living units to be build by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
mainline in Placentia. 

The petition for a zone change had 
been held over from a previous city 
council meeting when developer and 
property owner Robert Sant of 
Orange asked for a continuance. The 
zone change requires three yes votes 
and affirmative action on the request 
appeared to be in jeopardy at that 
time. 

Councilman Donald Holt on both 
occasions expressed his unwilling- 
ness to approve a zone change for 
the property from industrial to R-3 
high density residential. 

The 7.7 acres, formerly owned by 
Angeline Backs and adjacent to the 
Backs home, contains a spur railroad 
track, a facility available for loading 
railway cars. The property is located 
on the Santa Fe mainline right of 
way between Angelina Drive and 


Alta Street. 

Councilman Holt expressed con- 
cern over the loss of the industrial 
land and the closing off of streets 
including Santa Fe. 

‘‘T have been advised that all the 
industrial property in Anaheim that 
abuts to Placentia has already been 
sold,’’ Holt began. ‘‘There is very 
definite value to the spur (railroad 
spur), to the team track that does 
come in there. Many people, myself 
included, are in opposition to the 
development of residential any- 
where in the proximity of railroad 
tracks.”’ 

Other city council members spoke 
in favor of the zone change for the 
property which is expected event- 
ually to contain a quadraplex sub- 
division. 

Mayor George De Jesus found the 
zone change suitable and voted yes 
with three other council members. 


However, he warned developer- 
owner Sant: ‘‘I think we should call 
attention to the problems that

Units OKed Next To 
Railroad—Freeway 


Development of 22 quadraplexes 
on property that lies adjacent to the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
mainline in Placentia and the S7 
Freeway, was approved unani- 
mously at the recent Thursday night 
meeting by a three man city council. 

Mayor George De Jesus and 
Councilwoman Virginia Farmer 
were not in attendance. 

The unanimous vote approves the 
development on 9.2 acres. Previous 
plans for the property involved a 
130-unit apartment comples. 

The controversial residential 
development, because of its location 
between the busy and noisy freeway 
and railroad, brought forth noise 
and vibrations experts. 

Also of concern is a planned 
16-foot-high wall on one side of the 
development and the care and 
maintenance of landscaping that will 
fill the banks by the freeway. 

Concerning the height of the wall, 
Councilman Donald Holt asked staff 
members: ‘‘Are you satisfied that a 
16-foot-wall would be safe against 
the wind factor, earthquakes and the 
vibrations from the railroad?” 


Councilman Jack Gomez stated 
that he is ‘‘in favor of this 
development. | think this is a vast 
improvement over what we had 
entertained at one time for this 
property. | like this type of 
development. 

‘‘There has been an awful lot of 
research and preparation to make 
this a good development. The staff 
should be commended as well as the 
developer. I think the touchy issues 
have been dealt with and | really 
don’t see any reason for not 
approving it.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
added: ‘‘I think this tall wall is going 
to be something unique. I’m a little 
concerned about that. I’m going to 
hold Arnie (Arnold Hamala, city’s 
planning director) personally re- 
sponsible for that. I think I would go 
along with this. I think it is an 
improvement over what has already 
been approved for this site.”’

another developer in this city is 
having as a result of the close 
“proximity of the railroad-right-of 
way.

readings to the point where they are 
acceptable to the city.’’

He pointed out that the noise level 
over the property ‘‘is quite high’’ 
but said his departmefit believes the 
noise level can be handled. Also of 
concern in the hearings has been the 
problem of vibrations from the 
railroad.

Widening 
Contract Ayed 


A 19-page contract between the 
city of Placentia and CalTrans for 
services in connection with the 
widening of Chapman Avenue 
east of Murray Street, was approved 
unanimously at a recent city council 
meeting with three members 
attending. 

CalTrans, for the sum of $19,500, 
will supervise the rights-of-way 
acquistions and relocation assist- 
ance services for individuals, homes 
and businesses uprooted by the 
widening plans. 

A list of all parcels requiring 
eminent domain action is desired by 
the city by November 1, 1977. 
Further, in the _ schedule of 
possessions rights, the city states 
that it wants possession of all rights 
of way by April 1, 1978.

Ben 
Minamide, director of community 
development, said however that a 
stipulation was included that the 
price might increase at the 
beginning of a new fiscal year in July 
if CalTrans costs increased.

Or explain to 
some citizen who gets ripped off 
then finds out that this particular 
carnival had had some complaints 
against it in places of past 
performances. 

I cannot comment on the police 
attitude nor their method of 
enforcing the law since I wasn’t 
there nor have I talked to anyone 
who was, butI did check with the PD 
and as of this writing no complaints 
have been filed against any police 
officers. 

It appears on checking deeper into 
the facts behind the article that the 
police department was once again 
doing their job and once again 
getting criticized because they got in 
someone’s way doing it. If I’m 
wrong, then a complaint should be 
filed and the case given a thorough 
airing in the public eye. 

I thought you were right in your 
reaction to the research fee at City 
Hall, but in the way the carnival 
report was handled, I think you were 


wrong or at least incomplete.

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‘Bushala 
Leads Troy

Tony Bushala regained 
his lead in rushing in North 
Orange County and broke 
Glen Garson’s one season 
record at Troy High School, 

more importantly, he 
led the Warriors to a 30-27 


win over the Savanna 
Rebels. 
Bushala gained 223 yards 


in Troy’s final home game 
of the regular Freeway 
League season last Friday, 
and he scored _ three 
touchdowns to lead both 
teams in rushing and 
scoring. 

The win enabled Troy to 
clinch a birth in the CIF 
playoffs for the second 
straight year under head 
coach, Phil Oram and 
guaranteed the Warriors at 
least a second place finish in 
the Freeway League. With 
one game remaining, Troy 
is in a first place tie with 
Anaheim; each _ school 
having S-1 records. 

The game held the crowd 
in suspense until late in the 
final quarter when the 
Warriors scored twice to 
clinch a victory. It was even 
most of the way though and 
Savanna actually outgained 
Troy in total offense but 
Bushala’s heroics proved to 
be the difference. 

On the opening kickoff, it 
was evident the Rebels 
would employ the same 
strategy as have other 
opponents of the Warriors 
in recent weeks, to kick 
away from Bushala. The 
Warriors countered though 
when Tony played up and 
Scott Semonell back so the 
kick came right where Troy 
wanted it as Bushala ran 49 
yards to begin the Warriors 
first scoring drive. 

After Bushala’s second 
carry, he became the 
leading rusher in a single 
season in Troy’s history and 
on his last carry of the drive, 
he became Troy’s first 
scorer of the night with a 
three yard touchdown run. 
Dan Worthington’s extra 


point at 7:39 gave the 
Warriors an early 7-0 lead. 

Savanna came back on a 
spectacular pass from Grant 
Parker to Tony Aguayo that 
accumulated 70 yards and a 
Rebel touchdown. Tony 
Aguayo’s twin brother, 
Tim, gained 133 yards to 
lead all Savanna rushers but 
his impressive total was not 
enough to keep him ahead 
of Tony on the season. 
Bushala now has 1,275 
yards as compared to 
Aguayo’s 1,192. 

Behind excellent block- 
ing Bushala led Troy down 
field on their second scoring 
drive. The 5’9’’, 160 pound 
Bushala scored his second 
touchdown of the first 
quarter on a four yard 
sweep. 

Impressive inside block- 
ing was the key to this drive, 
with center Tim Myers and 
guards Dave Forsyth and 
Larry Hickox blowing holes 
open in short yardage 
situations. 

Troy scored with 19 
seconds remaining in the 
half when Worthington 
connected on a 21 yard field 
goal. This gave the 
Warriors a 16-7 lead at 
halftime. 

That lead dwindled 
quickly though with Savan- 
na scoring twice in the third 
period. Tim Aguayo was the 
main factor in both drives 
and he scored once himself 
on a two yard run up the 
middle. 

With Savanna in the lead, 
20-16, for the first time in 
the game, the Warriors 
began moving again. Bush- 
ala scored on a three yard 
run and quarterback Rich- 
ard Bridgford plunged over 
from the one yard line t 
give Troy a 30-20 lead that 
proved to be too much for 
the Rebels to make up. 

Troy’s final regular sea- 
son game is this Friday 
evening against the Lowell 
Patriots. A win against 
Lowell would make Troy 
co-champions in the Free- 
way League.
